them, 


Conkling’s Rumored Declination. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The report that 
Conkling had declined to the President, and 
signified his desire of the appointment of 
Clarence Seward to the Supreme bench was 
printed here to-day, but it is not credited. 
The Senate expect to take up 
Conkling’s nomination and act upon it this 
afternoon. If Mr. Conkling has signified his 
declination to the President the Senate has 
not received any notice of the fact; and 
hence it is believed that Conkling 
has not signified his intention yet, 
Several attempts to organize an opposition 


to Conkling in the Senate have been made 
but without success. There was some talk 


this morning of Democratic opposition, 
but the Senators on that side are 
evidently not disposed to make 


any fight. Leading Democratic Senators were 
advised thatif they could get their side of 
the chamber to oppose Conkling enough Re- 
publicans would join to reject him, and some 
Democrats favored such a coalition, but it 
seems now to have ~~ been abandoned, 
as Conkling has some strong friends among 
the Democrats. Voorhees bas spoken in his 
favor, an@ Harris, Cockrel] and other Demo- 
crats are counted among his friends. The 
present indications are that only two 
or three votes will be cast against 
him. Hoar and Hawley, it is believed, will 
vote agaipst him, and probably one or two 
Democrats, although several Democzrats who 
don’t like Conkling personally have stated 
that they will not vote at all. The 
report of the Judiciary Committee 
on the nomination was a! first thought to be 
unanimous, but Bayard, who had not been 
seen about the matter, declined to sign it, 
though he said he would not make a minor- 
ity report against confirmation. The imprek- 
sion in the Senate is that there will be 
some discussion over the matter. 


The National Banks. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Mr. Vest intro- 
duced a bil! in the Senate this afternoon to 
deprive all national banks of the power to 
issue circulation after July lgt this year. He 
said he kuew the Finance Commifgee was op- 
posed to this legislation and therfore he 
would beg them not to bury his bill but to 
give him and tke Senate a chance to vote on 
it even though they should report it ad- 
versely. 

THE MASON COURT MARTIAL.

VIENNA, March 1.—A special delegate to 
the Jewish Alliance jreturned here from 
Brody, where he went to assist thirteen hun- 
died Jewish fugitives to return to Russia.

exposed to certain death. One hundred 

thousand florins will be devoted to defray the 

expenses of their emigration to America. 
THE INSURGENTS. 

VIENNA, March 1.—A deputation of Bos- 
nians have waited on the Commander in 
Chief of the Austrian forces in the insurrec- 
tionary district at Seryers, and asked him to 
send commission into the insurgent lines to 
negotiate terms of peace, at the same time 
expressing their belief that if conciliatory 
terms were offered, aspeedy termination of 
the present difficulties could be arrived at 
without further bloodshed. The Commander 
in Chief, rep!yiug to the deputation, said that 
at present the only terms he could offer was 
an unconditional surrender.

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THE CITY'S ASSESSMENT. 


The Increase This Year Will Yield 
an Extra Revenue of 


$423,000.11, 


‘With Which the Reconstruction of 
the Streets Should be 
Begun. 


Increase on Personal Property Very 
Meagre—Talk With As- 
sessor Powers. 


—_—_—-- lr 


A More Rigid Enforcement of the Tax 
on Personalty Demanded. 


Assessor Powers and his clerks, who have 
been busily hammering away at the returns 
of the city forthe last several days, have at 
last arrived at the totals and made them pub- 
lic at a late hour last evening. 

The figures show a great increase over those 
of last year, in it.elf an encouraging sign, but 


the augment is not near as large asit should 
have been. The item of personal property 
Still lags in the rear, nearly all the gain being 
upon the real estate. 

That this is not satisfactory nobody will 
deny. It is extremely easy to raise the rate 
on houses and lots, which always remain visi- 
ble and which everybody sees and knows. But 
while this might be caoubled and 
the revenue thus largely increased, 
the question is, would it be fair? 
In many parts of the city, as already shown 
in the PostT-DISPATCH, the real estate is tax- 
ed almost to its full value. In many instances, 
thisis the case when poor persons, widows, 
etc. are the owners Of small pieces of land, 
worth very little. 

_In other cases, notably the houses cited on 
North Fourth street, the assessment Was such 
that in more thap Ooneinstance the rent would 
buy the property at the assessor’s valuation 
in four years. Of course, a large paitof the 

ulin is to be attributed to the real estate 

oom, but, as will be seen by Mr. Powers’ 
statements published below, part is due to 
AN INCREASE IN THE VALUE OF THE PROPERTY 
south of Chouteau avenue and in the 
western. suburbs. The item of increase 
which was naturally looked for was in the per- 
sonal returns. Comptroller Adreon had plain- 
ly stated that at least $35,000,000 of this prop- 
erty was concealed from taxation every year. 
The Post. DISPATCH has demonstrated that the 
Ogures were much larger. 

n the face of these facts, the beggarly ir- 
crease aS shown below is but a drop in the 
bucket. It is the easicst kind of work to 
increase the real estate assessment, but 
what is required ig an orgunized effort 
to compel the tax-dodgers to make a 
truc statement of what personalty they own. 
The evil about tnis is that the increase of the 
real estate mainly works a hardshipon the 
poor and those who are enable to pay an in 
crease, while the dodgers of persona! 
taxes are in most cases the wealthiest, most 
prominent citizens, who love totalk about 
the pubiic good and what they have done to- 
wards it.

The gain in the grand total will betfound to 
be $25,256,010 in favor of this year. 

Thuis gain will be found to be <ivided as fol-

$2,945,320. The figures are not verified as yet, 
so that there ‘nay be tsome inaccuracies 
but the Assessoi says thatin a few days he 
will have a verified i:eturn taken from the tax 
books themselves, and that this will show the 
true figures. The increase of revenne arising 
from this augmentation may te easily ar- 
rived at. 

The increase of the realestate and personal 
property in the old limitsis about $23,742,560, 
and in the new limits $1,485,450. The rate in 
the old limits last year was $2 60 per hundred, 
and if it remains a5 it was 
the additional taxes which will go 
into the treasury this year will be $615,306 from 
the old limits alone. From the new limits the 
increase in the tax will be $20,043. The toals of 
increage are:

Thisis nota large amount, but, evensmali as 
itis, ifemployedin paving streets, it would 
soon be sufficient to accomplish the. task. 
Assessor Powers was seen this morning, and 
he stated that the increase was much greater 
than he hed expected. ‘‘I did not wish to 
raise the assessment,’’ he said, ‘‘but 1 had 
to do my duty. Ilexamined personally and with 
experts a large number, in fact nearly 
all the property in thecity which was suppos- 
ed to be under value, and the increase large- 
ly results from this.’’ 

‘*How about the personal returns?’’ 

‘*¢A bout them I have done nothing.’’ 
Comptroller Adreon also stated thatthe in- 
crease was larger than hehad anticipated. 
He and Prosecuting Attorney Har- 
ris have been closeted atthe Comptroller’s 
office this morning and they afterwards made 
a callon Assessor Powers. It was rumored 
tbat tne move was to call the attention of the 
grand jury to the personal tax dodgers, 
but both gentiemen denied that this was 
their object. The Board of Equalization will 
be appointed on tne 10th of March by the Cir- 
cuit Judges. The raise in assessment has 
caused quite a howl, and itis certain that this 
session of the board will be the most lively on

German in the Public Schools. 
Prof. L. W. Teuteberg, superintendent of 
German in the public schools, received to- 
day a circular containing the results of the 


labors of the committee appointed by the 
national convention of German teachers, 
held in Cincinnati in January, 1881. Tbis com- 
mittee was composed of six prominent German 
teachers, who were instructed to gather sta- 
tistics regarding the teaching of the German 
language in the public and private schools of 
the country. After working for more than a 
vear they have succeeded in receiving returns 
trom only 160 cities, and while their report is 
not complete it will give a good general idea 
of the extent to which {the German language 
is taught in the public schools. The total 
number of pupils studving the language 
during the past year was 108,288; of these 383,. 
742 were of German parentage, and 24,546 
of other nationalities. The number of 
teachers was 897, male pupila 299, 
female 598. In St. Louisthe total number of 
pupils was 20,785. Of these 10,160 were of 
German parentage and 4,625 of other national- 
ities. Chicago had only 4,450 pupils, while 
Oincinnati had 15.769. The report shows that 
St. Louis had 5,016 more pupils studying Ger- 
man than any other city.

The death ofthe Earl of Lonsdale, at the 
early age of 26, is the natural end of a melan- 
choly§ career. Lord Lonsdale was the head 
of a great feudal house; his ancestors had 
unrivalled influence in the old borough-mon- 
gering days; he might himself have been had 
he known how to make use of the position to 
which he was born, a real power in the State.

He was, of 
course, beset vy toadies and parasites of every 
degree, and it is a suggestive circumstance 
that an Oxford tradesman, since dead, pur- 
chased, as a pure act of patrician devotion, a 
meerschaum cigar-tube which his Grace had 
condescended to color, for £100. If with 
the end of his premiere jeunesse the Duke 
of Hamilton’s waywardness had come 
to a close, there would be no particu- 
lar reason to lamentit. The worst of a seed- 
time of wild oats, extended beyond the limits 
of the legitimate season for sowing then, is 
that they develop a harvest, if not of ruin, of 
disaster and shame. That the Duke of Ham- 
ilton should now be about toclear out Hamil- 
ton Palace as completely as if it was gutted 
by the broker’s men, is nota matter which 
concerns himself alone.

Itis an instructive and sug- 
gestive commentary upon the announcement 
that the art treasures of Hamilton Palace are 
to be put up tothe public competition that 
their proprietor is engaged ina lawsuit with 
the widow of a sporting money-lender 
whose acquaintance he made in the course of 
his pursuits on the turf.

For another case might ve quoted the 
famous trial and conviction of Bradford, the 
innkeeper. Here the evidence, which pro- 
duced conviction consisted of the fact that he 
was seen standing with a bloody knife in his 
hand over the body of the murdered man. 
Bradford was executed; but by a deathbed 
confession of guilt it subsequently became 
known that the real murderer was the servant 
of his victim, who had been tempted to the 
crime by the knowledge that his unfortunate 
master was carrying a considerable sum of 
money about his person. Here again, was 
another case of the falibility of arguing on 
recedent. Other undoubted murderers have 
een convicted because they had been caught 
red-handed in the presence of their victims. 
Therefore Bradford was undoubtedly guilty 
because he was discovered under the same 
circumstaaces, and it was quite unnatural to 
suppose anything tothe contrary. As to the 
well-known case of the Courier of Lvons, the 
Geddeley case and the recent case of Harbron, 
who fortunately escaped the gallows, there is 
no need to enter into any particular details, 
as those already quoted are sufficient for any 
ordinary purposes of exposition. It may be 
taken for vranted, then, that the lawver is not 
always the best, and never at any time the 
only, judge of the value of evidence.

Benjamin Franklin’s Papers. 
Washington Dispatch to Boston Herald, Feb. 22. 


The Rev. Edward Everett Hale, John W. 
Bartlett and First Assistant Secretary of State 
J. C. Bancroft Davis were, by invitation, in 
conference with the Senate Committee on the 
Library to-day regarding the proposed pur- 
chase of the original papers of Benjamin 
Franklin, which are held by Mr. Henry 
Stevens,gn American gentieman residing in 
London, subject to the decision of the United 
States,at the sum of $35,000. The opportunity 
for the purchase of these valuable papers was 
lost by the last Congress, and the owner was 
about to sell the collection at public auction 
to any bidder who would make an advance 
upon the price at which it was offered to the 
United States,when Secretary Blaine, believ- 
ing that, in the failure to acquire these 
papers, the national archives might sustain 
anirreparable joss, caused the Librarian of 
the State Department to make at London an 
examination of them, and, upon his report, 
took steps to indice Mr. Stevens to again 
withdraw them from public sale and give the 
United States another opportunity to secure 
them. The members of the committee are 
understood to be favorably disposed toward 
the proposed purchase.

A PRIEST ACTOR. 


How the Rev. Dr. Leeming Came to Go 
on the Stage. 
Boston Special to New York Herald. 


The appearance here on the dramatic stage 
of Rev. Dr. Leemiag, a Roman Catholic 
priest from Australia, under the name of 
Sydney Clifford, created considerable agits- 
tion in the community, and more especially 
in chureh circles. Dr. Leeming is a good 
elocutionist, a man of commanding presence 
and liberal education. But so far he has 
given little promise of a brilliant career in his 
newly chosen profession. His engagement at 
the Gaiety Theater has been a failure, both 
artistically and financially. An English pa- 
per recently received here gives the first 
authentic information about his career in 
Australia and the reasons which induced him 
to drop the cassock and don the buskin. A 
sister of the reverend gentleman, it seems, 
entrusted him with some money—her entire 
fortune. He invested in some speculative 
enterprise and lost. He sank what money he 


had himself in the same wav, and 
both became penniless. To  re- 
trieve his fortune and make _ restora- 


tion to his sister, who is now in San I'ran- 
cisco, he embarked for the United States to 
lecture, write, act or do any other work that 
might present itself. Ruinous speculation, 
this paper says, drove him from the church 
to make alivingin the busy walksof life— 
from the spiritual to the purely. woridly. The 
Roman Catholic clergy in Boston and vicinity 
feel keenly the humiliation put upon them by 
the appearance of one of their cloth upon the 
mimic stage. Butthey are all reticent; not 
one of them will talk about him. They shake 
their heads gloomily wen interrogated 
about the erring brother and take shelter be- 
hind the broad mantle of charity. It had 
beeu whispered about that Mr. Clifford was 
never a priest, that he was simply an actor 
who put on the robes and the demeanor of 
the church for advertising purposes. I wish 
to settle this poiat now, and I offer the fol- 
owing proofs of the falsity of the charge: 
Mr. Clifford could not have been acting a part 


in his impersonation of the Rev. 
Dr. Leeming. if he was he 
would have made a better showing 
in the roles of Otheilo and Richelieu. A man 


who couid successfully simulate the sacerdo- 
tal condition and exercise its functions cor- 
rectly could undoubtedly give a better render- 
ing of the wily Cardinal than that furnished 
by Mr. Sydney Clifford. But there is a stiil 
stropger proof that the new dramatic star was 
and is a Roman Catholic priest. I calied on 
Archbishop Williams this morning and asked 
him what he knew of Dr Leeming—whether 
he would take any steps to prevent him from 
exercising functions 1n the archdiocese. His 
Grace received me most cordially, and after a 
brief conversation, permitted me to quote him 
to this extent: ‘*Mr. Leeming Is not con- 
nec'ed with the archdiocese in any way and 
never was. When he arrived here fifst, on 
his way to Canada, he calied on me and pre- 
sented his letters and credentials, which were 
all in aque form, and I granted tim the usual 
permission to say mass. [ am informed that 
he availed himself of the privilege on s+veral 
occasion. On bis second visit to Boston he 
did not present himself and has not since. 
So I beblieve he has not celebrated mass in 
any church in the diocese. I have no jurie- 
diction over him, and, of course, can take no 
action with regard to his present conduct.” 
A PERSONAL STATEMENT. 

In a dingy dressing-room in tbe dingy little 
fZaiety Theater, at two o’clock this afternoon, 
Mr. Sydney Citford was discovered reading 
diligently from a weli worn copy of the partof 
Richelieu. Outside about a dozen peopie 
were pacing up and down the narrow little 
stage, declaiming at each other and trying to 
bring a harmonious performance out of a very 
chaotic mass of amateurish iguorance of the 
stage and its possibilities Baradas was 
shouting at Julie, and the King, who was 
wravped in a seecly overcoat and mufiler, was 
trving toimagine himself clothed in royal pur- 
ple. The din was painful and annoying, and 
the “*star”’? found it difiicult to coilect his 
thoughts and concentrate them on the cbar- 
acter of the great ecclesiastical! Secretary of 
State who ruled France in the days of Louis. 


There was only one chair inthe room, but 
through the noliteness of Mr. 
Clifford a ‘*oroperty”’ seat wes 
soon furnished and your. correspond- 


ent sat tete-a-tete with the actor: priest. 
“The attacks that have been made upou me,” 
snid he, after the object of the visit was 
stated, “fare cowardiy and contemptible. 
They were instigated bv a gentleman con- 
nected with a paper in this city who was dis- 
appointed because I could not see my way 
to entering into an alliance with him for the 
pro2uction of my plays, by which a dramatic 
society of which he is president should fur- 
nish the support. Iam surprised that the 
New York Herald, which aims to treat every 
man fairly without regard to his religious or 
social standing, should allow this man to 
spread his venomin its columns after his 
own piper has refused to priat his attacks on 
me. But I can livefali this petty meanneas 
down. I care little forit except that itis not 
fair play. To bonest criticism i do not object. 
If my actigg is not. good I have no fauit to 
find with anybody who says so. But the 
fact that [ama priestand thatI appear on 
the dramatic stage should not be held against 
me. ldefy any manto point toa dishonor- 
able or ungentlemanly act that ITever com- 
mitted. 

**T will tell you how [ came to America and 
adopted the stage as a profession. Wohule in 
Australia I met with a severe accident: {I fell 
from my horse and injured mvrightleg. If 
I had followed the advice of friends and phy- 
sicians, I would now be teaching school, 
probably, and walking on crutches. They 
wanted me to have my leg amputated. I de- 
clined, and my judgment was correct, for I 
recovered. But I will never get over the in- 
jury altogether. My sister met with some 
financial reverses, and I felt bound to do 
something for her, so lcame to America. I 
tried lecturing, but did not succeed as I had 
anticipated. The clergy opposed me.,. I was 
fishing in their-waters, taking money out of 
their pockets, and they regarded me as an 
intruder. Their people refused to come to 
my lectures because they were not announced 
in the churches, and I was not knownto bea 
priest in good standing. Protestants staveda 
away because I was a Catholic priest, and be- 
tween the two stools I came to the yvround.’? 

HE INTENDS TO EARN SUCCESS. 

**And so I dropped the name of the Rev.Dr. 
Leeming andadopted the simple name of 
Sydney Clifford, under which [I will lecture 
and act for three or four years. Nobody can 
object to this. [ must earn my living. I 
can’t do church work because of my injuries 
and I do not propose to starve nor to allow 
my sistertostarve. Iam givinga series of 
performances here, mereiy as a preparatory 
study orexperiment. During the summer I 
mean to prepare seven plays, organize and 
drilla goodcompany and take theroad. [I 
know whatI can doand lam going to suc- 
ceed. When Isee the class of men that have 
succeeded on the stage I have no fears.?’ 

*“T intend to keep up my connection with 
the church, of course. I have the right to 
erect a temporary altarin my own room and 
say mass whenI please. This privilege no 
bishop can deprive me of. My religion I will 
keep in my own breast and to myself, but I 
will aay mass wherever l go. Then I wili be 
Rey. Dr. Leemivg. On the stage and tothe 
public I will be Sydney Ciifford.’’ 

During the conversation Mr. Clifford said 
that he wasin good standing in his own 
diocese. He said mass in his own church the 
day he left home, and was accompanied to the 
steamer by a large concourse of his parish- 
ioners. Whenhe makes money enough to 
support his sister and recovers his health he 
expects to return and resume his functions 
as an officiating clergyman.

Tue able editor of the organ of the St. Louis 
colored people, Mr. J. MILTON TURNER, has 
had his attention called to the fact that the 
city expends annually for current expenses 
about $1,500,000, and that about one-third of 
itis wasted on useless clerks and political 
bummers. This latter fact does not disturb 
the editor of the Advance, however. The 
thing that erieves him is that only about 
$6,000 of this immense sum falls to the lot of 
negro citizens. ‘We furnish 7,000 votes to 
the party now administering the city 
government,” says the sad editor of 
the Advance, “and the present officers of the 
city have appointed exactly two negroes 
since they attained power.” This is 
exceedingly mournful. If we are to 
eo on squandering ai haif million 
dollars a year on sinecures the negroes must 
have ashare of the fat things. In case the 
gentlemenin charge do not recognize the 
claims of the negroes to a division of the 
spojls we shall expect the disinterested editor 
of the Advance to assist us in breaking up 
the knavish system which roba the tax-payers 
simply to enable a small army of political 
bummers to subsist without labor. 


DANIEL WEBSTER. 

Last Friday evening, at New Rochelle, N.Y., 
died CAROLINE LEROY,the widow of DANIEL 
WEBSTER. This lady, who belonged to an old 
respectable New York family, was Mr. WEB- 
STER’S second wife. His first, whom he 
always spoke of as ‘‘the mother of his chil- 
dren,” and for whom, living and dead, he 
cherished the tenderest affection, was GRACE 
FLETCHER, a representative of the finest 
type of New England womanhood. Her loss 
was never fully supplied, and to the last day 
of his life he could not mention her name 
without quivering lips and moistened eyes, 

The departure of oneso intimately con- 
nected with him naturally revives memories 
of the great statesman whofor so longa 
period filled so large a place in the mind 
of the American people. It is not 
strange that, in the thirty years which 
have elapsed since his death, years full of 
events the magnitude and influence of which 
we are only just beginning to appreciate, his 
image should have faded somewhat frum the 
popular consciousness, and his work and 
worth receive jess recognition than they merit. 
A new generation has arisen during the in- 
terval, a generation which has had to grapple, 
sword in hand, with issues which he foresaw 
and feared, ana which he endeavored to settle 
through the peaceful instrumentalities of 
friendly discussion and mutual conciliation. 
Tothose who took partin or witnessed the 
final arbitrament of arms and are now reaping 
the good and evil fruits thereof, these instru- 
mentalities look small and almost contempti- 
ble, and the patriots who employed them so 
earnestly and hopelessly are not unfrequently 
regarded with mingled pity and suspicion. 
But WEBSTER is one of the few, ‘‘the im- 
mortal few,’”? whocan afford to await the im- 
partial and inexorable verdict of time, not 
only to vindicate the purity of his 
motives, but to fix his _ intellectual 
rank and power. The man who can utter 
such words as these need not fear but that, 
sooner or later, the country and the world 
will do ample justice to his qualities of head 


and heart: 
‘“‘When my eyes shall be turned to behold 


for the last time the sun in heaven, may I not 
see him shining on the broken and dishonored 
fragments of a once glorious Union; on States 
dissevered, discordant, belligerent; on a land 
rent with ciyil feuds, or drenched, it may be, 
in fraternal blood! Let their last feeble and 
iingering glance rather beheld the gorgeous 
ensign of the republic, now known and hon- 
ored ‘hroughout the earth, still full high ad- 
vanced, its arms and trophies streaming in 
their original lustre, not a stripe erased or 
polluted, nor a single star obscured, bearing 
for its motto no such miserable interrogatory 
as ‘What is all this worth?’ nor those other 
words of delusion and folly, ‘Liberty first and 
Union afterwards;’ but everywhere, spread 
all over \n characters of living light, blazing 
on all its ample folds, as they float over the 
seaand over the land,and in every wind 
under the whole heavens, that other 
sentiment, dear to every true American 
heart-—Liberty and Union, now and forever, 
once and inseparable !’’ 

WEBSTER, while he lived, was considered 
the rival rather than the superior of two 
illustrious colleagueer, CLay and CALHOUN; 
but since his death his true position has 
gradually become more apparent, and is now 
generally recognized. His intellect was less 
acute than that of CaALHOUN, his eloquence 
less inspiring than that of Clay, butin broad 
comprehensivenees of intellect he far sur- 
passed CALHOUN, and in weight and force of 
eloquence he far surpassed CLaY¥; while in 
scope of statesmanship he went beyond either. 
He was not the leader of a section, like CaL- 
HOUN, nor the leader of a party, like CLay, 
and as a politician was inferior to both: but 
as the champion of great political ideas and 
the defender and expounder of the Constitu 
tion he stands alone and unequaled. It has 
been said that “among the eminent men who 
have influenced legislative assemblies in 
Great Britain and the United States ducsing 
the past hundred and twenty years it is 
curious that only two have established them- 
selves as men of the first class in English 
and American literature—-EDMUND BURKE 
and DANIEL WEBSTER.” The State papers, 
speeches and orations of WEBSTER are a 
monument as noble as lasting; such a mon- 
ument as no other American has, or is likely 
to ha They are justly regarded as models 
in their several departments, classics which 
American literature and law could not afford 
to lose. The faults and follies from which he 
was not altogether free are buried and for- 


gotten in his grave. His incorruptible intege 
rity, his lofty patriotism, his splendid 
triumphs in the halls of Congress, at the bar, 
and on the platform, have secured him a fame 
that will widen and brighten with the flight 
of time. 


TWO DAILIES—TWO FACES. 

Mr. CARL SCHURZ has the distinguished 
honor of having two newspapers to express 
his political views, both dailies. He is editor- 
in-chief of the Zveniny Post, a very respecta- 
ble afternoon paper in New York City. He 
has been for many years and still is the 
principal owner of the Westliche Post, the 
leading German Republican journal of this 
city, to which he continues to contribute 
political evitorials, } 

But there is a striking, extraordinary dif- 
ference between the mild, conservative views 
of Mr. ScHuRZ expressed in his English 
newspaper and the radical, ferocious belliger- 
ency of his German organ in treating Mr. 
ARTHUR and the Stalwart wing of his party. 

Thus, for instance, the same day on which 
Mr. CaRL ScHURZ called on President AR- 
THUR to pay his personal respects, his news- 
paper, the fiestliche Post, denounced AR- 
THUR by comparing him with “ANDY JOHN- 
SON, the other accidency.’” The difference 
between ANDY JOHNSON and CHESTER AR- 
THUR, according tothe leading German Re- 
publican paper of this city, was “only that 
ANDY JOHNSON had much more courage and 
ARTHUR has much less sense..,, 

But lest we might be thought to 
exaggerate the language of Mr. 
SCHURZ’s newspaper we translate one of its 
numerous editorial paragraphs on ARTHUR: 


The Westliche Post was from the very begin- 
ning of the ojinion that the Republicans 
would have precisely the same experience 
with the accidental President Arthur they had 
with that other accidency, Andy Johnson. In 
the lottery of cowardly assination honest men 
Cau never gain anything.

Singular and Pathetic Delusions of the 
Lunatics. 


It is a startling fact that one out of every 379 
inhabitants of St. Louis is insane to a degree 
which makes incarceration in an asylum 
necessary. In other words, there are 925 
patientsin duressinthecity of St. Louis for 
lunacy, and probably as many more are pre- 
paring themselves for the same fate. 
Of course many of these per- 
sons are not legitimate St. Louis people, 
but, making all the admissions that can be 
made, the proportionis still painfully high. 
Yesterday a representative of the PostT- 
Dispatép made a pilgrimage to the motley 
kingdom of the mad, and its results are here 


detailed. 

There is something indescribably sad in a 
visitto the asylums. Even as you approach a 
mad-house there is a tomb.-like effect about it 
which makes one recognize the fact that here 
are unburied dead wandering about until they 
are ready ferthe grave with their bodies, as 


they are already with their minds, 
The first institution visited was 

THE ST. VINCENT ASYLUM, 
on Ninth and Marion streets. This hospital 
isunderthe care of the Sisters of Charity, 
Sister Julia beingin charge. It is a private 
asylum, seif supporting, and extending a 
greatdeal of charity to indigent lunatics who 
would otherwise bethrown upon the world. 
There are 160 lunatics, mostly female—in fact, 
in all the institutions the proportion of women 
deranged is much larger than.men. The first 
ward visited was one occupied by a quiet class 
of gentlemen. 

‘-How do yon do? I’ve been waiting to see 
you for 14,000 years; but lIthought you wouid 
come at last,’’ quietly remarked an elderly 
protessional-looking manto the reporter as 
soon as he entered the hall. ‘‘What hes been 
done in my case? Has it been settled yet?’’ 

‘‘No. No decision has not been given. You 
@ill have to wait a while longer. 

‘‘I will wait just two hundred years longer, 
not amoment more. If something is not done 
by that time I shal) accept Satan’s offer. This 
igs fair warning, so govern youself accord- 
ingly,’’ and bowing profoundly the stranger 
witndrew in a dignified manner tothe window. 
Itis a rule of the asylum that ghe namesof the 
patients must not be divulged’to visitors, and 
hence all the information attainable was that 
he had been a lawyer in his time, and a very 
prominent one. 

BISHOP DUGGAN. 
Sitting at his cell door, intently poring over 
Archbishop Kenrick’s translaiion of the 
Psalms, sat the Right Rev. Bishop Duggan, 
late of Chicago. The circumstances of bis in- 
sanity and incarceration in the St. Vincent’s 
Asylum are now so old that they become al- 
most new. He was twenty years ago one of the 
most brilliant priestsin the archdiocese of St. 
Louis, known widely for his learning, his elo- 
quence and bis piety. His friends predicted 
for him a@ bishopric, and accordingly 
when the Sea of Chicago was to be filled, 
some seventeen years agoit was no surprise 
to the Catholics of the West to learn that the 
suffrages of the American hieraichy had been 
given to Father Duggan. He took charge of 
the dlocese with contidence, and for a time all 
went well, but he soon became involved in 
trouble with the priests, some of whom were 
rather turbulent. He began to act queerly, 
and at first was charitably referred to as being 
eccentric, but his delusions increased so rap 
idjy that his friends were obliged 
to take measures to seclude him. He was de- 
coyed to St. Louis by a process little short of 
kidnapping, and his intellect was entirely 
shattered in thecapture. He was broughttoSt. 
Vincent’s Asylum and has been immured there 
now aboutthirteen years. The Catholic Churen 
of Chicago pays $1,000 a year for his support, and 
atter the first darkness of his madness passed 
be has been quiet but melancholy all these 
years. 
The reporter knew him years ago, and was 
shocked at his appearance now. is dregs is 
clerical, but old and rather shabby. Three 
days’ beard, white as snow, decorated his 
face, and a black siouch hat’ worn 
rakishly on the side of his head does not add 
to his appearance. His eyes are keen but 
furtive, and he has lost none ot his old-time 
Gignity. Yesterday w2s one of his clear days, 
and he conversed very raiionally on general 
topics, avoiding with uiuch cunning those sub- 
jects upon which he knew his own weakness. 
His delusions are changeable. He believes 
that Chicaro has been swallowed up by the 
sea, and that all the Catholics init have been 
danined eternally. Again he imagines himself 
Pope of home und residen® ot the United 
States, but under it ail there is 
noticeabie a subconsciOusness of his 
own madness. He is perfectly aware 
that he is anininsane asylum, aud it frets him 
continually He never forgets that he; is 
Bishop of Chicago, and exacts the respect due 
his episcopal station. He is very fond of car- 
riage riding and goes out two or three times a 
weekin tine weather, sometimes taking other 
patients with him, and he wiways insists in 
directing the way the carriage inust go, bes 
coming exceedingly violentif thwarted, His 
case is altogether hopeless, but he may live 
twenty or thirty years yet. His bodily health 
is as Vigorous as his mind is feeplie. His is 
the saddest history in the asylum walls 
of St. Louis. Bright, inteliectual 
and capable, there was no rank 
in the church to which he might not have risen 
had he not been struck down by tee myster- 
fous malady which threatens every human 
mind, and which transformed him in one 
month from the most promising young eccle- 
siastic in the West into a mere animal, living 
a death in life, worse than anything whicu 
Voleridge’s gloomy imagination could picture,

Every attention is 
en to diverting and amusing the sick minds 
mmured in it, and while the success of curing 
insanity is not great, itis as marked as any- 
where else in the country. The mysterious 
blight of madness is not easily eradicated; 
Oftenest itis in the blood and passes from 
generation to generation with queer escapes 
and sad misfortunes, sometimes from a crazy 
grandfather to pick out a fair and harmless 
girl that. was the pride and is the reproach of 
a family. 

THE CITY INSANE ASYLUM. 

Of course tne seven hundred and fifteen in- 
sane patients which thecity supports make 
the most interesting collection of lunac 
which it is possible to find in Missouri. There 
an insane ward at the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital, in South St. Lonis, butas there are 
very few patients there, and the Cases present 
no interesting phases, a detailed description 
of the ward ig not. necessary. 

city asylum was constructed 
for 200 # £patients; it now contains 
325, while 380 more have been put into the 
Poor-house because there was no room for 
theminthe Asylum proper. Presenting his 
credentiais to Dr. N. DeVere Howard, the re- 
orter was introduced to Dr. Mooney, a most 
ntelligent and amiable physician, under 
whose care the round of the institution wag 
made.

Child Labor and the Evils Thereof—Who 
Attend the High Schools—Some 
Startling Statistics. 


The dictum of Prof. Felix Adler, of New 
York, in conversation with a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter recently, was that many men do so 
much thinking about the hereafter that they 
have no time to consider the present life. ‘The 
remark was recalled while looking into the 
condition of the laboring class to-day. 

**‘Why,’’ said a workingman, ‘‘I can get 
no consolation out of the advice of the preach- 
ers. They tell me that to goto heavenI must 
attend their services, but they do not let me 
know howI can get money enough to go ae- 
cently dressea to church. Dr. Lofton preached 
last Sunday on the evil effects of night work, 
but how is a great deal of ittobe helped? 1 
have five childrea. I earn $i2 per week, taking 


it all the year round. My wife has 
to attena to the family duties 
all day alone. At night when 


the children are in bed she is compelled to 
sit up sewing until almost morning, earning 
enough to help my wages to support the fam- 
ily.’’ Tho statement will be found to apply to 
& multitude of cases. Men and women in 
thousands, in this city, will be discovered to be 
devoting just two-thirds of all their lives to 
the work of gaining enough to clothe. and 
support themselves. 

People who attend fashionable churches and 
who have never had a strugzwle in life shudder 
at the increase of crime without ever thinking 
how much ofitisthe result of misery. Men 
B00n grow disgusted with labor when there. 
sult of itis only such that by assiduous atten. 
tion they can only acquire board and clothing. 
The figures given beiow show how much force 
there is in this reasoning. 

In the second annual report of the 
Bnreau of Labor Statistics of Missouri, 
the Commissioner: gives the returns of 147 
families which have sent to him a response to 
inguiries in different parts ofthe State.

On Miz per year, is hard to imagine. A great 

many persons who inveigh againstthe spread 

of crime and grumble bec#use such a thing as 

Gestitution exist spend much more than that 

sum in six months in idle gratification. 

Yet the returns show thatthe average work 

ingman is living fora year uponthat sum. Of 
course it is not pretended that the wages esti- 
mated On the busis of one week do not in 
many cascs amount to more than the totais 
given. Lutit theiact be borne in mind that 
nearly every man loses time through sick 
ness, Change of employers or other causes, 
the returns look very plausible. 
What kind of living can be done in this way 
Mis very apparent. It is simply a struggle for 
existence, such as uwnvbody acquainted with 
the history of the workingman in St. Louis 
must know to be constantly goingon. That 
the persons who report are of the working 
class will be shown bythe fact thatthe rent 
reported as pnid averages all the way 
from $3 and $4 per month to 
$12. The statistics cui! for a separate item 
among the expense accounts stating how

These 
showed that the number of boys under l4em- 
ployed was 408; numberof girls under lf, 41; 
total boys and girls, 449. Boys over ii em- 
ployed, 593; girls over 14, 646; total boys and 
viris over 14, 1,239. This makes 

THE GRAND TOTAL OF BOYS AND GIRLS, | 
over and under 14 years of age, emp'oyed in 
133 manafactories and mines, 1,688. According 
to the partial census taken in 1876, there were 
14.25 manufacturing establishments in the 
State. Ifthe foregoing figures represent the 
averages of the children and youth employed 
in ali such establishments, then, propor 
tionally, the egregate number of such 
persons employed in the State is 150,.95. 
This makes an interesting comparison with 
the school population of the State. In Isis 
the school population was 685,248; the school 
enroliment, 448,033, a difference of 240,215. If 
to the school evroliment 180,793, the number 
f children in minesand factories be added, 
the difference is reduced to 59,422, which could 
easily be made up by adding the attendance 
at private schools. 

A glance at the report of the public schools 
in this city will show figures interesting in the 
same connection. The number of pupils en- 
rolled during 1879-0 {is reported as 55,063. 
Amongthese, the occupation of some of the 


parents is given as follows: Boatmen, 725; 
draymen and teamsters, 1,990; laborers, 3,257; 
laundresses, 1712; seamstresses, 1,083. 
These were the number of children attending 
the district schools To show just what the 
nature of this attendance was, it need only be 
stated that in the High Schoo! the children of 
the same classes were foundin the following 
proportions’ The whole number in the school 
was i136. The class of people _pre- 
viously given were represented as follows: 
Boatmen, 4; draymen and teamsters, 0; labor- 
ers, 4; laundresses, 0; seamstresses, 2. The 
class was eked out with the children of 30 
agents, 29 clerks, 16 manufacturers, 81 mer- 
chants, 48 professional people and 11 public 
officers. This points clearly to the fact that 
the children ot the poor, after 
fa vear or two spent in the 
district schools, where they have time only to 
catch the elements of reading and writing, 
are compelledtu workfor themselves, and 


that

lasts during the rest of their life, or until, 
growing tired of the hard work and the smal!l 
remuneration, they seek some easier but less 
approved method of acquiring a livelihood. 
In many instances the children need not be 
sent to labor, but are compelled to leave 
sechoel by parents who are jealous of the 
money which the boy or girl could earn. Em- 
ployers, who are greedy of every cent, snatch 
up the young persons, and get them in some 
cates to do a man’s work while paying them a 
child’s wages. The result is bovs 
growing up to manhood with neither educa- 
tion, money or a trade. It is from this source 
that the criminal ranks are recruited, and 
especially among the boys. Then again, the 
disappearance of the apprentice system and 
thelearning of tradeshas hadabudeffect. The 
desire among the working class, when they do 
send children to school], is to bring up oneor 
two sons to be clerks, bookkeepers, or to fol- 
low some cther ‘‘genteel occupation,’’ of 
which clean hands, nice ciothes and 
a respectable appearance are the con- 
comitants. The numberof this kind of peo- 
ple seeking clerkships every year is on the 
steady increase, and is the principal source of 
the genteel pauperism which is becoming so 
common. Itis generally known that the ma- 
jonty of tramps, paupers and criminals is 
drawn from that class which starts outin life 
hunting after ‘‘respectable’’ occupation 
rather than from the skilled mechanics. 

State statistics compiled in Massachusetts 
show that, ont of 1,727 male adult paupers in 
that State, 887 had notlearned atrade, and that 
but few of the remainder had attempted to 
serve anappenticeship. In fact, the majority 
had never learned how to make a living by 
honest labor. A further return indicated that 
of 4,340 convicts 2,991, or 63 per cent. never had 
a trade or fixed occupation,and of 200 commit- 
ted to prison in one year 147 were withouta trade 
or any regular means of earningaliving. In 
another State, ont of 373 persons committed 
to the Penitentiary in one year 28t had no 
fixed occupation. 

The conclusion is that the condition of 
the laboring class in the city and 
State to-day is such that hard labor only brings 
subsistence, and that children are working a 
such numbers and with such direful effects 
as to demand the enactment of a compulsory 
education law tor their benefit.

who occupies a handsomely-turnished suite

chasing clerks and two book-keepers. 

‘‘Mr. Garesche,’’ inquired the reporter, 
‘‘would it be possible to consolidate your de- 
partment with some other, for instance the 
Register’s, in the manner provided by the or- 
dinance which was introduced in the Council 
last spring?’’ 

‘‘Yes, sir. I think it Would, but one thing is 
certain, that he would have his hands fullin 
attending tothe duties of this branch of pis 
double ottice.’’ 

‘‘Could you get along with a less number of 
assistants?’’ 

‘‘No, sir,’’ very emphatically. ‘‘My clerks 
are fully occupied during business hours with 
their duties, and Often they are obliged to 
work at night to keep up with their business. ’? 

‘‘Will you describe the character and 
amount of each man’s work?’ 

‘‘Yes, sir. My deputy attends to all the re- 
quisitions received by the office. He has to 
examine them carefully tosee that they are 

roperly signed and approved. Then he 
backs them, and when they come back from 
the Comptroller’s Office, whitherthey are sent 
for the purpose otf approval of 
prices, he has to g0 through 
them again and file them properly. is 
time isfully occupied. Last year there were 
5,061 requisitions received by this office, an 
average of about sixteen requisitions per day. 
The purcha;ing clerks attend to all the buy- 
ing. They are obliged to visit business houses 
in person in search of the articles enumerated 
in the requisition. Where the cost of the ar- 
ticles exceeds twenty-five dollars, but does not 
reach one hundred dollars, they must receive 
written bids. When the cost exceeds one hun 
dred dollars the city advertises for bids. 
Last vear this department urchased 
xoods tothe value Of $347,617 14. his year 
the volume of business will be considerably 
larger, and, of course, my clergs have more to 
do than they had iast year. My two book- 
keepers keep a very fulland elaborate set of 
books, and any business man will tell you 
upon looking over these books that the book- 
keepers have enough workto do. You must 
remember,’’ said the Commissioner, *‘that a 
public office of this kind, which is popularly 
supposed to have ‘millions in it,’ has to be 


managed very carefully. It is not 
like a private mercantile concera, 
and cannot be conducted on the 


same principle. Wehaveto be very particu- 
lar about everything that is done, and I in- 
sist that we have plenty to do to attend to our 
own duties properlv.’’ 
HEALTH COMMISSIONER FRANCIS, 

who exercises an autocratic sway over all the 
hospitais and the Dispensary, was the next 
gentiemnan called. 

‘*‘How many of your subordinates could you 
spare, Mr. Francis, without detriment to the 
city's Interests?’’

A RECKLESS RECORD. 


flow the Register of Appointments of School 
feachers Has Been Kept. 


Mrs. E. A. Bernoudy, the lady who does the 
clerical work in the office of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools, isin a very perturbed 
state of mind ut present, and as she bites her 
pencil and gazes abstractedly at a set of 
school records before her she wonders why in 
the world people who attempt to keep a set of 
records don’t always keep them  correct- 
ly. The cause of the trouble is this: : 

In June last at a meeting of the Teachers’ 
Committee, Mr. Peeblés presented the follow- 
ing resolution: 

‘*Resolved, Thatthe Superintendent be in- 
structed to have prepared as soon as practica 
bie an alphabetical digest which shall contain 


a digest of the proceedjngs of the Teachers’ 
Committee so far back’asa record exists, a 
digest of the marking of the teachers anda 
digest ot allthe proceedings of the board, so 
faras printed copies thereof exist, which affect 
individual teachers, principais or superin- 
tendents.’’ 

The duty of preparing this digest was as- 
signed to Mgs. Bernoudy, a large book with 
aJphabetical tabs was procurea and she began 
her work. The task appeared to be a very 
simple one, and proved to pe so until the 
record prior to 1875 was reached. Here the 
trouble began. The records of the board fur- 
nished accurate information back tothe year 
named, but prior tothat time thelady was 
obiigeu to resort to a record which 
was commenced in 1867 bv Superintendent 
Harris, and which was supposed to contain 
a reliable history of the appointment, trans- 
fer and scanding of every teacher and prin- 
cipalin the public schools, jNothing could 
be easier than to copythis record and thus 
have an accurate sketch of each teacher’s 
work inthe schools. Amongthe first entries 
was one which showed that F. &. Cook 
was appointed principal of the Doug- 
las School and entered upon his 
duties in 1869. But upon reflection Mrs. 
B. remembered that the Douglas School was 
not built until 1870, and hence1t wasimpossi- 
ble for Mr. C. to have entered upon his duties 
as principal unless he did so upon the vacant 
lot corner Howard and Eleventh streets, where 
the Douglas School now stands. Then tol- 
lowed an entry which showed that a lady was 
appointed as teacher in 1870 and 
had resigned in 1869, or accord- 
ing to the record she had resigned just one 

ear before she“%was appointed. A more care- 

ul examination of the, book showed that these 
were notisolated errors, but that they aver- 
aged from five to ten on each page. Inquiry de- 
veloped the fact that under the administra- 
tion of Protessor Harris this book had passed 
through the hands of half a dozencierks, each 
of whom had contributed his share of blunders 
to it, and that it had also been used to keep 
substitute teachers busy. Whena substitute 
was senttothe office and nothing else was 
founda for her to work at, she was given this 
book and was told tolet herself out on it. 
Feeling that she mustdo something to show 
that she was industrious, she assauited it with 
penand eraser until she feltthat she had 
nixed up there cords so that the Deity himself 
couldn’t straighten them out again. 
The book was then stowed 
awayinone of the desks for a week or so 
and then another substitute took a whack 
atit. The resultis thatthe record reads like 
a fairy story or acircus advertisement, and 
nothing like accuracy can be found init. Mrs. 
Bernoudy cannot make the digest called for 
by Mr. Peebles’ resolution unless all 
the teachers and pupils who officiated 
prior to 1875 come forward and straighten out 
tbe record. As many of these people are dead, 
it will be decidedly inconvenient for them to 
show up at present, unless the School Board 
can work in a petition to Gabriel to give a 

rivate toot for the benefit of the Teachers’ 

ommittee. Thisis why Mrs. Bernoudy is un-

TWO HUNDRED AND TWELVE. 


The Number of Families who Immigrated 
to Missouri Last Month. 


The second monthly report of the Missouri 
Immigration Society, prepared by Secretary 
Renshaw, apreared to-day. The increase 
over last month’s correspondence was only 
39 letters, the total number of letters received 


during the past month being 534. A marked 
increase in the correspondence from the 
Western and Middle States is noted, a consid- 
erable decrease in the New England States, 
and an increase ot at least 50 per cent from 
the Southern States. <A heavy fali is also 
noted in the mail from Canada, which was 
formerly very large. The European corre- 
spondence has increased largely.The majority 
of the home correspondence is received from 
I!linois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, 
Obio and Minnesota. A peculiarfact is that 
twenty-two letters were received from the 
State of Nevada during the past month and 
only seven letters have been received from 
this Statein the history of the Immigration 
Society. Quite 4 movement in im- 
migration matters is said to be developing 
in Pennsylvania, which will benefit this State 
considerably. A number of handbooks have 
been sent there lately. Two hundred and 
twelve families have made settlements in Mis- 
sou uring the month of February, Twenty- 
six cdime from Washington county, Illinois, 
and settied in Dade and Cedar counties, Mis. 
souri. One of the leaders lately visited the 
society and said that they had purchased over 
$72,000 worth of land.
